Had Macauley’s New-Zcalander or 
any other casual tourist sat in the 
House gallery on Friday, he would 
doubtless have broken out at one 
stage of the proceedings with the eag- 
er inquiry: “What is that? and what 
is the matter with it?" Ami the in- 
telligent guide would have Informal 
himitliat it was Constantine B. Kil- 
gore, a statesman of the periol, rep- 
resenting in a largc-liearte 1, emo- 
tional and somewhat sloshiit' manner 
a district of Texas: and that the mit- 
ter with hint was lhathe was just then 
undergoing the experience so com- 
mon among high-class statesmen of 
the South and Southwest of being 
"overwhelmed with shame and in- 
dignation." These "whelms" have 
been epidemic in I he Southwest for 
several years. Sometimes they over- 
take a whole community at once, and 
the community rises up and burns a 
"nigger" over a slow tire. This seems 
to lie the only thing that furnishes 
relief. They feel better after it. 
When shame and indignation over- 
take a statesman, singly and alone, 
and away from home, without so 
much as a “nigger" at hand to set 
fire to, they usually begin over- 
whelming him by catching him in 
the neck. The maxillary muscles 
and the epiglottis are immediately af- 
fected and the mouth flies open. 
What follows is sometimes appalling 
to the spectator, hut is entirely harm- 
less and affords great relief to the vic- 
tim. 

Constantine had one ofthese whelms 
on Friday. It came suddenly, so to 
speak, like lightning out of a clear 
sky, or hiccoughs to a man' who has 
not been drinking. The District of 
Columbia Appropriations bill was un- 
der discussion. The impression pre- 
vails among the taxpayers of Wash- 
ington that as some of the municipal 
expenditures are for the benefit of the 
country nt large, the Federal Govern- 
ment should contribute to defray 
them. Take sowers, for instance; the 
money expended to perfect the sys- 
tem and keep them in order is for 
the benefit of the whole Nation; it 
keeps Constantine and the rest of 
them from getting filled up with 
sewer gas, which they would proceed 
to blow into "The Congressional 
Record," to be subsequently exhaled 
over the whole land. But Constan- 
tine and his fellow-economists object 
to fooling away the money of the Na- 
tion oil Washington sewers, or in fact 
upon anything vise intended to make 
the Capital beautiful or wholesome. 
It was while himself to this subject 
that "shame and wdiguation"oaught 
Constantine in the neck. "I am 
overwhelmd with shame and indigna- 
tion," said Constantine, “when I 
think how the people of my district 
must be bled to contribute to the 
magnificence oi Washington." To a 
stranger in the gallery the spectacle 
of Constantine Buckley Kilgore stand- 
ing up in the United States Congress, 
quivering all over on account of the 
shame and indignation which over- 
whelmed him at the thought that he 
and his constituents must be bled to 
contribute to tiro magnificence of 
Washington, must have seemed at 
once interesting and pathetic. 

The stranger must h ive been still 
more struck by it when he learned 
that to the extent to which Constan- 
tine’s constituents— the whole i.w 

ooo of them — must l>e Lied if they 
contributed their just |>orportion to 
the entire appropriation to the Dis-

The Interior Journal of Stanford 
says; 

“Juries are the same everywhere in 
Kentucky. Referring to the recent 
sentences here of two years for mur- 
der and three years for stealing, the 
Winchester Sun says that at the last 
term of the Circuit Court a white mail, 
who had shot a 1x>y with intent to 
kill, and another who had waylaid 
and beaten a neighbor almost to death, 
were let off with light fines of £5 a 
each, while nu old negro man, who 
had tried to stci! a few chickens and 
landed in jail with several ounces of 
bird shot in his anatomy, was sent to 
the penitentiary for two years." 

This is a striking contrast, and ex- 
hibits in an instructive way the jus- 
[ tice inflctiel by law, 

Nor are these instances rare; they 
can he matched in every quarter of 
the State. At a recent term of the 
Court in Louisville a negro was sen- 
tenced to prison for snatching a 
pocket-book. Yet last week Norton, 
who, in a drunken fit of anger, had 
killed a man, was let off with one 
year in jail ami a fine of $1,000 

Injustice is bad enough when it is 
the act of one m ui inflicted on atioth-, 
er. 

It is worse still when, in violation 
of law, it is inflicted by a mob. 

Rut all this is as nothing compared 
to the injustice which the law inflicts 
with all due solemnity and formality. 

It is not the work ol the juries. The 
juries are selected from the people and 
fairly represent each community. 
When juries fail pesistently to do jus- 
tice, when their verdicts exhibit such 
contrasts ns these to which we have 
referred, we must admit that public 
judgement is warped and the public 
conscience is hardened. 

The situation in Kentucky is more 
serious than one Imagines for the 
cause of tire failure of justice lies 
deeper than we are ready to admit. 
Juries are tolerant of crime because 
the people are tolerant. Judges are 
lenient because the people are indif- 
lerent. Prosecutions are inaffective 
because public opinion is afliicted 
with sentimentalism and looks on 
the criminal ns nn unfortunate victim 
of circumstances rather than a respon- 
sible being. 

And so the awful crime of murder 
is not adequately and swiftly punish- 
ed, while we “even up" things by 
subjecting to excessive punishment 
the petty violators of the law. '

SUPPLIES FOR WARSHIPS. 

How Uncle Sum's Vessels and Their 

Crows Are Fitted Out. 

Furniture and supplies for Uncle 
Ram's new war vessels cost a mint 
of money. "To fit out one of the 
ships for u cruise is a bigger job j 
than equipping a first-class hotel. 
Here is a flouting fortress, as long 
as two city blocks, with all modern 
conveniences and complete restau- 
rant facilities, lighted (throughout 
by electricity — a gigantic fighting 
machine and military barracks com- 
bined. Her stgel walls, bristling 
with guns, shelter a small army of 
men. The New York, for example, 
lias a crew numbering 453, besides 
40 marines und 44 officers. To feed 
them all for a twelvemonth, at the | 
government's rate of allowance, I 
costs $(il),000. 

On going into commission such a 
ship must be furnished throughout, j 
from the kitchen, which is ns com- 
plete as that of u great city hostel- I 
ry, to the captain's cabin. She car- ! 
Vies large stocks of stationery, hard- ; 
ware and apothecaries’ goods, and is 
provided with tools for all sorts of 
t rades. Everything conceivable that 
may be needed for purposes of war 
and peace is supplied, because on the 
high seas no shops or factories are 
accessible. Usually the vessel is 
provisioned for only three months, 
because there is no room to stow 
more. The rations ure purchased 
by the navy department and com- 
prise such necessities as hard bread, 
corn meal, oatmeal, hominy, flour, 
salt pork, beans, pease, rice, pre- 
served meats, but ter, coffee and tea. 

Every man In the navy, from the 
last hoy shipped up to the admiral, 
has an allowance of thirty cents a 
day for rations, which ho may draw 
either in food or in money. The pay- 
master of a ship has charge of all 
tho provisions, which are dealt out 
by his “yeotnan,” who is in turn as- 
sisted by the jaclc-o'-dust. Tho per- 
son last named attends to. opening 
the barrel's and packages. Coffee 
and sugar are served out once In ten 
days, flour every four days and 
meats daily. While in port fresh 
provisions are furnished, each man 
receiving one pound of fresh bread, 
one and one-quarter pounds of fresh 
meat and one pound of fresh vege- 
tables per diem. These take tho 
place of thcordinary rations, oqly tea 
and coffee being provided in addi- 
tion. The allowance is at all times 
so liberal that the enlisted men can- 
not possibly consume tho whole of 
it, so they take part of it in cash. — 
Philadelphia Times.
